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TO  RECIPIENTS  OF  WATER  SUPPLY  OUTLOOK  REPORTS: 


Up  to  75  percent  of  the  usable  water  in  western  states  originates  as  mountain  snowfall.-  This  snowfall 
accumulates  during  the  winter  and  spring,  several  months  before  the  snow  melts  and  appears  as  streamflow. 
Since  the  runoff  from  precipitation  as  snow  is  delayed,  estimates  of  snowmelt  runoff  can  be  made  well  in 
advance  of  its  occurrence.  Streamflow  forecasts  published  in  this  report  are  based  principally  on  measure- 
ment of  the  water  equivalent  of  the  mountain  snowpack. 

Forecasts  become  more  accurate  as  more  of  the  data  effecting  runoff  are  measured.  All  forecasts  assume 
that  climatic  factors  during  the  remainder  of  the  snow  accumulation  and  melt  season  will  interact  with  a re- 
sultant average  effect  on  runoff.  Early  season  forecasts  are  therefore  subject  to  a greater  change  than 
those  made  on  later  dates. 


The  snow  course  measurement  is  obtained  by  sampling  snow  depth  and  water  equivalent  as  surveyed  and 
marked  locations  in  mountain  areas.  These  measurements  are  repeated  in  the  same  location  near  the  same  dates 
each  year.  Snow  surveys  are  made  monthly  or  semi-monthly  from  January  1 through  June  1 in  most  states.  There 
are  about  1900  snow  courses  in  Western  United  States  and  in  the  Columbia  Basin  in  British  Columbia.  Snotel 
(snow  telemetry)  networks  of  automatic  snow  water  equivalent  and  related  data  sensing  devices,  are  expanding 
and  will  provide  a continuous  record  of  snow  water  and  other  parameters  at  key  locations. 

Detailed  data  on  snow  course  measurements  are  presented  in  state  and  local  reports.  Other  data  on  res- 
ervoir storage,  summaries  of  precipitation,  current  streamflow,  and  soil  moisture  conditions  at  valley  eleva- 
tions are  also  included.  A joint  Soil  Conservation  Service  and  National  Weather  Service  report  for  Western 
United  States  presents  a broad  picture  of  water  supply  outlook  conditions,  including  selected  streamflow 
forecasts,  summary  of  snow  accumulation  to  date,  and  storage  in  larger  reservoirs.  This  report  can  be  ob- 
tained from  Soil  Conservation  Service,  National  Technical  Center,  Rm.  510,  511  NW  Broadway,  Portland,  Oregon 
97209. 

In  California,  the  program  is  coordinated  by  the  California  Department  of  Water  Resources.  The  Canadian 
provinces  of  British  Columbia  and  Alberta  have  comparable  programs.

WATER  SUPPLY  OUTLOOK  for  IDAHO 


GENERAL  STATEMENT  FOR  APRIL  1,  1985 

Water  supplies  are  expected  to  be  near  normal  throughout  most  of  Idaho  for 
the  1985  irrigation  season.  In  general,  northern  Idaho  streamflows  are  ex- 
pected to  be  5 to  10  percent  above  normal,  streamflows  in  central  and  eastern 
Idaho  are  expected  to  be  near  to  10  percent  below  normal,  and  extreme  southern 
and  southwestern  Idaho  flows  are  expected  to  be  20  to  25  percent  above  normal. 
April  through  September  streamflow  forecasts  now  range  from  a low  of  85  per- 
cent of  average  on  the  Big  Lost  River  near  Mackay  to  a high  of  123  percent  on 
the  inflow  to  Oakley  Reservoir.  One  exception  to  this  is  the  Bear  River  at 
Harer  in  the  extreme  southeastern  corner  of  the  state  which  is  forecasted  to 
be  only  73  percent  of  average. 

Precipitation  for  Idaho  fell  basically  in  two  storm  periods,  one  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  month  and  another  at  the  end.  For  the  entire  state,  precipi- 
tation was  near  normal.  A further  breakdown  showed  northern  Idaho  below  nor- 
mal, the  central  and  southwest  areas  near  normal,  and  the  southeast  well  above. 

April  1 snow  survey  measurements  show  snowpack  conditions  remaining  near  nor- 
mal across  much  of  the  state.  North  Idaho  snowpack  conditions  range  from  90 
percent  of  average  on  the  Selway  drainage  to  111  percent  on  the  North  Fork  of 
the  Clearwater  drainage.  The  exceptions  are  the  lower  elevation  tributaries 
to  Hayden  Lake,  Coeur  d'Alene  Lake,  and  the  Palouse  River  basin  where  snowpack 
conditions  remain  well  above  normal,  ranging  from  149  to  171  percent  of  average. 
Snowpack  conditions  in  the  central  and  eastern  Idaho  mountains  range  from  80 
percent  of  average  in  the  Big  Lost  River  basin  to  111  percent  on  the  Willow 
Creek  drainage  with  most  basins  in  the  88  to  101  percent  of  normal  range.  Snow 
conditions  in  the  south  west  part  of  the  state  are  above  normal  ranging  from 
124  percent  of  average  on  the  Owyhee  drainage  to  105  percent  on  the  Goose- 
Trapper  Creek  basin. 


Reservoir  carryover  storage  is  now  near  normal  at  98  percent  of  average  in  20 
key  reservoirs  and  lakes  across  the  state,  ranging  from  46  percent  of  normal 
in  Pend  OrSllle  Lake  to  240  percent  of  normal  in  Salmon  Falls  Reservoir. 

Central  and  northern  Idaho  soil  moisture  conditions  remain  near  normal  while 
southern  and  eastern  Idaho  conditions  are  above  normal. 

It  was  another  month  of  below  normal  temperatures  across  Idaho  except  for  the 
Panhandle  where  they  were  near  average.  Readings  well  below  the  zero  mark 
were  still  being  reported  at  some  central  mountain  stations.  As  would  be  ex- 
pected though,  March  had  some  wide  ranges  of  temperatures.  Warm  weather  with 
readings  in  the  sixties  were  recorded  in  the  middle  of  the  month  and  by  the 
last  day  temperatures  reached  the  low  seventies.
